The Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, appearing on page 2 of the 
Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37) mailed on June 15, 2007, fails to distinguish between the 
recitations set forth in independent Claim 1 and independent Claims 1,9, 10, 16 and 18 and 
the claims that depend thereon and vice versa. 

More specifically, the examiner's reasons for allowance appearing on lines 4-14 of 
page 2 of the Notice of Allowability implies that the same method steps are present in each of 
the independent Claims 1, 7, 9, 10, 16 and 18. This is incorrect. Method Claim 1 is the only 
method claim that recites the steps mentioned by the examiner while method Claims 7 and 9 
recite different steps for allocating power levels. Independent apparatus Claim 10 recites 
structural limitations which are capable of performing the method steps of Claim 1 . 

Furthermore, independent apparatus Claims 16 and 18 are directed to an apparatus for 
allocating power levels to transceivers.
